EW YORK, Jan. 12.—The num- 
ber of automotive vehicles 
exported by American manufac- 
turers in 1927 was more than ten 


times that recorded for 1921, while 
last year’s total gross of export 
sales was almost double the 
amount reached in 1924, said 
Harry Tipper, general sales man- 
ager of the Gencral Motors Ex- 
port Company, at the annual 
show dinner of the Overseas Au- 
tomotive Club, held tonight at 
Hotel Astor. 

More than two-fifths of car and 
truck vehicles sent abroad in 1927 
were exported by the General Mo- 
tors Export Company, he said. 

V. A. Dodge of Dodge & Sey- 
mour, exporters, was another speak- 
er of the evening, and dealt with 
the automotive markets of India 
and the Orient. He traced the de- 
velopment of transportation and 
road conditions in the East from 
1902 to this day and pointed to the 
growing sales and possibilities of 
Sales in that section of the world 
of cars, trucks, accessories and 
equipment. 

Several export managers then ad- 
dressed the club members, giving 
summaries of their various experi- 
ence in the foreign fields in which 
they are operating.

tion. New York needs another show 
building and needs it badly. 

The engineers in attendance at 
the show have commented on the 
safety features of the cars more 
than on any other phase of de- 
velopment. The higher speeds and 

accelerative ability of the 
new cars have put into the hands of 
the public tools to which many are 
not accustomed. This has been 
realized very keenly by the design- 
‘ing engineers. and it is evident that 
they have all been vitally interested 
in more than offsetting the greater 
and pickup of the new mode’s 
by better brakes, lower centers of 
gravity and better vision. 

This is the thought behind the 
adoption of the four wheel brakes 
even on the lowest priced cars. It 
is behind the adoption of shatter- 
proof glass and more accessible 
control systems. It is noticeable 
that even the salesmen on the 
floor are talking safety of chassis 
and body as much as they are 
power and speed. 

A study of the 





show models reveals some great 
strides during the year. Both the 
new Hupps are using a brake sys- 
tem that was -not available at the 
time of the show last year. This 


braking system, known as the Mid- 
land Steeldraulic, was first an- 
nounced on the new Hupp, which 
miade its appearance in October. The 
brakes are the internally expanding 
type, using a one-piece shoe with 
molded composition lining. They 
are -self-energizing, the wrapping 
effect being obtained by flanging 
half the shoe. 

‘ This molded eomposition is said to 
|have different friction. characteris- 
| ties than the woven type, and wear 
jof the linings is materially de- 
|ereased. The brake being self-en- 
| ergizing, only light pedal pressure is 
| required. 

| The self-energizing principle is

The new -Willys-Knight Standard 
Six, which is attracting considerable 
interest at the show because of the 
fact that it sets a new level in prices 
for cars of this type, is equipped 
with Bendix self-energizing brakes. 
This car, which is priced at $1,145 
for the two-door sedan model, is 
using the new 18-inch wheel, the tire 
size being 29x5.50 inches. The brake 
drums on these wheels are 11% 
inches in front and 12% inches on 
the rear. The brakes on the front 
wheels are the three-shoe Bendix 
type and those on the rear are the 
contracting type, similar to those 
which have been successful on the 
Whippet model. 

An interesting change is to be 
noted in the brakes of the Franklin 
Airman model of this year, as com- 
pared to the Franklin of last year’s 
show. Directly to the rear of the 
transmission case there is a* brake 
drum, but this serves now for the 
emergency instead of the service 
brake. Although the diameter. of 
the drum has not been changed and 
the brake Is as powerful as former- 
ly when it served as a service brake, 
the width of the lining has been 
decreased. This, of course, has had 
no effect on the leverage, but pro- 
vides an unusually powerful emerg- 
ency brake.

One ad- 
vantage claimed for these is that 
the greater coefficinet of expansion 
of the aluminum compensates for 
the expansion of the drum when 
the brakes become warm, so that 
the clearance is not affected by 
heating in service and. the. position 
of the brake pedal does not change 
with rise in temperature of the brake 
parts. On this car the emergency 
brake is on the left of the driver. 

From a safety standpoint, the 
lowered centers of gravities of the 
1928 cars must receive favorable at- 
tention. Hardly a manufacturer but 
who has brought the car down to 
some extent. Many makers are 
putting more money into their 
frames than ever before in order 
to meet the demand for a lowered 
car. Double drop frames are used 
today in the lower price classes. Not 
sO many years ago a drop frame 
construction was considered one of 
the ear marks of a high price car. 

Cars are certainly much more 
thief proof now than they ever 
were. It would be far easier to 
list the cars at the show that are 
not using improved locks of vari- 
ous types than those which are. 
The coincidental lock is in very 
strong evidence. The new Elec- 
trolock anti-theft ignition lock, 
around which it is impossible to 
wire, is used on several models, 
including the Willys-Knight. The 
new Pontiac has changed over to 
the type of coincidental lock which 
locks both the gear set and the 
ignition by means of a switch on 
the instrument panel. The Her- 
shey coincidental lock is also on 
the new Studebaker eight, this be- 
ing the lock that operates both 
on the steering and the ignition. 

There is a diversity of opinion as 
to where the spare tire should be 
carried, and while the rear position 
is holding its own pretty well there 
are some deserters to the ranks of 
those who like to mount the spare 
on the running board. This is par- 
ticularly true of the sport models 
and of the cars which are fitted with 
wire wheels. And, by the way, we 
should have commented ere this on 
the large number of wire wheels to 
be seen on the cars on the show- 
room floor. Either representatives 
of the wire wheel companies have 
been very busy or makers like to 
show their cars off with this type 
of wheel. 

On the Packard car there is a 
type of wheel used which permits 
of absolute interchangeability be- 
tween wire, disk and wood wheels. 
The hub flange and the bolt circle 
are the same in all three, with the 
result that at last it is possible to 
take off one type and put the other 
on. 

There is a little reaction among 
the accessory manufacturers to the 
practice of the makers who are fully 
equipping their cars. Some of the 
accessory makers are saying that if

Grade Crossing Responsibility 
HEN the Supreme Court of the United States recently 
decided that the motorist must bear the full responst- 

bility for accidents occurring at grade crossings of the rail- 
ways the decision was somewhat of a shock to motorists 
generally. The highest court having decided that this was 
the situation under the present law, there was nothing to 
be done except to try for an alteration in the statute now | 
existing. . 

The immediate result of this finding is to be seen in a 
bill just introduced im ‘the House of Representatives by | 
Congressman Frank Murphy of Ohio, which provides that | 
in cases of this kind a Federal court must not adopt a rule| 
contrary to the laws of the state, territory or place where | 
the accident occurs. This law would compel the railroads | 
to accept such responsibility at blind grade crossings as the | 
state law imposes upon them. 

In the Supreme Court dictum responsibility is placed 
entirely on the motorist, who must not only stop, look and} 
listen before crossing, but must even get out of his car and| 
stand on the tracks in order to be certain that a train is not} 
approaching. 

The equity of the case would seem to divide re- 
sponsibility according to the degree of caution exer- 
cised by the respective parties to the accident. Our 
highest tribunal has decided that the present law does 
not divide the responsibility. There would seem, | 
then, to be need for a readjustment of the present law | 
governing the situation. 


What Rights Have the Police? 


CCORDING to newspaper stories a Massachusetts mo- 
torist recently had his car commandeered by the police | 
to chase a fieeing lawbreaker of some kind. 





During this} 
chase the car owner struck a pedestrian, killed him and| 
wrecked his car against a tree with considerable injuries to| 
himself. | 

On top of all this trouble the state motor vehicle com- 
missioner took away the man’s license, saying at the same 
time: “I am sorry to take away the license of this man be- 
cause he, like so many other persons, no doubt thought he 
was under obligation to obey the police officer in chasing the 
other car.” The commissioner concludes, however, that “the 
power given to a police officer to demand aid from a citizen 
does not carry with it the power to compel the person aiding 
to violate any laws.” , 

Certainly here is a situation that needs clarifying. | 
Motorists generally are entitled to know just how far | 
they must go in aiding officers of the law. It is no pleas- 
ant task to be asked to pursue a fleeing criminal, with 
the chance of a pistol battle between policemen in your 
own car and the lawbreakers. Yet few citizens would

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Increase in Cars 
Outstrips New 
Road Mileage 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Boreas 

ASHINGTON, Jan. 12.— 

There were 40 motor vehicles 
registered in the United States for 
every mile of improved highway 
of every type in 1927 as compared 
with 34 motor vehicles to every 
mile in 1926. 

The comparative figure for 1928 
was 19 motor vehicles to every mile 
of improved highway, showing in the 
10-year period an increase of 130 
per cent. in the number of motor 
units to every mile of improved 
highway. 

With the maximum load on the 
amproved highways of 1927, each car 
would have had a space of only 44 
yards in which to operate as com- 
pared with 52 yards in 1926, and 
103 in 1918. 

These figures were compiled and 
made public today by the National 
Headquarters of the American Au- 
tomobile Association, calling atten- 
tion to what it claims is the serious 
extent to which American car build- 
ers and car owners are crowding the 
road builders of the nation. 

The A. A. A. figures disclosing the 
gradual contraction of the avail- 
able space for car operation on the 
improved highways of the country 
is based on the 1927 registration 
of 23,125,000 motor vehicles and a 
total of 575,000 miles of improved 
roads. 

“The tremendous increase in the 
ratio of automobiles to the mile- 
age of improved highways,” said 
Thomas P. Henry, president of 
the A. A. A., “constitutes a situ- 
ation of which national attention 
must be kept constantly focused if 
we want to keep our car satura- 
tion at arm’s length and if high- 
way traffic is to move with a rea- 
sonable degree of dispatch and 
safety.”
